The men are very bitter, and will not 
resume work to-morrow. 
Colorade Miners in a Murderous 
Mood. 
SALIDA, May 30. 
This evening two drunken miners 
raised a disturbance. City Marshal 
Baxter Stingley attempted to arrest 
them, when one of them, named 
Evans, started for the Marshal with a 
knife, when the Marshal shot and 
killed him. The other miner, named 
Thomas Niumeyer, then shot Mar- 
shal Stingley, Deputy Marshal James 
H. Bathurst and a man named Thos. 
D. Yannon, after which he started for 
the mountains, with a party of citi- 
zens in pursuit. Before he was cap- 
tured Niumeyer shot and killed Wil- 
liam H. Brown, one of the pursuers. 
At the present writing the dead are 
Brown, Evansand Yaunon. Deputy 
Marshal Bathurstand Marshal Sting- 
ley are ina critical condition. There 
is great excitement and strong talk of 
lynching Niumeyer. 
She Wasn't Drunk and Meant u 
Harm. 
CINCINNATI, May, 31. 
A statement by Mrs. Phil. B. 
Thompson, the first she has made for 
publication, of matters concerning the 
killing of Walter Davis by her hus- 
band, appeared here this morning. 
She denied positively that she was 
drunk at the St. Clair Hotel, and that 
Walter Davis was guilty of any wrong 
towards her when she went into his 
room that night. She says that they 
could not awaken Miss Buckner, and 
therefore she went into Davis’ room. 
Her story was told at Mrs. Davis’ 
house and in her presence. 


Don’t Appreciate the Infamies of

RALEIGH, N. C., May $1. 

Mormon missionaries are again at 

work in the western part of the State. 
They have induced large numbers of 
women to join their church. The 
veremony of baptism of new converts 
was attended by the most horrible 
orgies. All that was previously known 
of the abominations of Mormonism 
was surpassed by scenes that took 
place on this occasion. The Mormons 
will probably be driven out of the 
State.

New YorK, May 30. 
At the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 

pany’s meeting to-day the President 
said the anti-Chinese bill had lost 
them several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, but the immigration to British 
Columbia made it up. The war be- 
tween Chili and Peru hurt the line, but 
the Panama canal helped it. The 
company owes $1,000,000. Its re- 
ceipts were over $4,000,000 and ex- 
penses abeut $3,000,000. 

Contract @r Carrying the Austra- 
lian Mails. 
WASHINGTON, May 31. 

The Government of New Zealand

the East River bridge this afternoon, 
by which a large number of people 
have lost their lives. The narrowness 
of the footway for passengers is the 
cause of the horror. At 4 o’clock a 
long line of people on foot, in the cefi- 
ter walk of the structure, going from 
and coming to this c'ty, thickened and 
swelled and stopped just at the stairs 
leading from the concrete roadway to 
the bridge proper. Strong men and 
feeble women, manhood and infancy, 
were wedged together in the fearful 
pressure ofthe crowd, which extended 
miles, we might say, on either end of 
the line. 

It was a remorseless, fearful, stupid 
force that held its victims as immov- 
able as the stone foundation of the 
bridge itself. The stoppage lasted 
nearly an hour, during which time 
scores of people fainted. To relieve the 
jam on the bridge the officials removed 
some of the iron paling a few feet from 
the stairway on the New York side, 
when, of course, those unfortunate 
enough to be near, and weak and faint- 
ing unto death, immediately fell hel- 
ter-skelter, heels over head, down on 
he gravelly, jagged road beneath, a 
mass of bruised, discolored, human 
flesh. Scores were trampled upon, 
and to stumble was death. 

Men were dragged out of that heap 
of helpless humanity with faces like 
indigo, and the life-blood trickling 
out of their nostrils—children and 
women, pale, dishevelled and dead. 
The roadway on either side of the 
walk was strewed with dead and 
dying, a pitiable sight, and yet, it is 
said, no efforts were made by the 
bridge officials to stop the people com- 
ing on to the bridge. The dead and 
dying were carried off in wagons, 
carts, etc., and it was a long time be- 
fore the police arrived and anything 
like order was restored or an ambu- 
lance appeared. 

Meanwhile teams were rushing both 
ways at a full gallop over the road way 
—why, no one could tell—threatening 
the lives and limbs of those on foot, 
who were attempting to help the un- 
fortunate victims. Men shouted 
themselves hoarse, Clear the way.“ 
Wagons rattling over the stones and 
men and women crying in all direc- 
tions made it a Bedlam indeed. A 
party of men in uniform did some ser- 
vice at the spot, as a volunteer police, 
to check the vulgar and curious. 

At the Chambers street hospital 
there are lying 13 dead bodies—six un- 
known men and six unknown women, 
and George Smith, of 42 Watts street. 
The office was filled with men making 
frantic inquiries for missing friends, 
and with hysterical women. Two 
more bodies—one a boy of 15 and the 
other a young woman—are lying at 
the police station. 


The scene in the City Hall police 
station was simply terrible, women 
screaming and wringiog their bands, 
men with torn clothing and bleeding 
faces, all found forms of wounded. 


Most of the unconscious were lying 
beside the walls. Every now and 
then a frantic mother would rush in 
inquiring fer some one lost. There 
were none to answer her, for the re- 
vival of the insensible occupied all 
thoughts. The jingle of the ambu- 
lance bells added to the confusion, as 
wagon after wagon tore up to the door, 
and asthe surgeons descended a per- 
fect stream of unconscious forms were 
borne on stretchers as ambulances 
were filled and driven away. 

New YorkK, May 31. 

A number of persons have inquired 
at the police headquarters for child- 
ren and friends supposed to be on 
East River bridge st the time of the 
accident. The Oak-street police re- 
port that they have a cart-load of 
property taken from the anchorage. 
Most ofthe clothing is torn and be- 
yond recognition. A very few articles 
have been claimed. The universal 
comment this morning respecting the 
bridge horror is, that the same acci- 
dent is liable to happen aj any time, 
no matter what police restrictions 
may be, unless the steps are abol- 
ished, or at least divided for the two 
streams of pedestrians. There will 
always be gréat danger of a heavy 
crush similar to that of yesterday, 
unless means of relieving it be de- 
vised on holidaysand Sundays. Not 
even the car-tracks, now nearly com- 
pleted, will preven: a crush at those 
times. The Coroner will subpcena 
the bridge trustees and all others who 

can give any information in reference 
to the accident yesterday. He in- 
tends that the investigation shall be 
thorough. Superintendent Martin 
thinks that the panic was caused by 
pick pockets.

This 1s practically the 
completion of the road, as there is 
only about 100 feet of bridge work on 
the river to be finished. 


A Monster Ferry Boat 
Northern Pacific. 

PORTLAND, May 31. 
The monster iron ferry boat to be 
used by the Northern Pacific between 
Kalama and Lenore Point, will be the 
largest ferry boat in the United States, 
except the Solano, plying between 
Benicia and Port Costa, and will 

carry 36 cars. 


Died Alone and Left Lots of Money. 
San Francisco, May . 
Berthold Gebhardt, a German, was 
found dead in the parlor of the Fre- 
mont House, Oakland, last night.

BEEF ON THE FARM. 


Timely Points for the Eeonomical 
Granger. 

There is a great interest in the 
accounts of the metheds of cattle 
men who rear and feed hundreds of 
fine cattle, sometimes shipping 
train-loads of first-class beeves. 
There is interest and value in see- 
ing and carefully studying the fine 
cattle shown at fat stock shows; 
but bear in mind that the great 
mass of the cattle sold for beef are 


not produced by great stockmen, 
nor are they the equal in weight or 
quulity of the fat stock show win- 
ners. Perhaps it is fortunate that 
the prices paid for “fair to good 
steers’’ sbouid so nearly approach 
those secured for the very fiuest. 
It 4 very doubtful the very large 
an 
EXCESSIVELY FAT CATTLE. 


Are as desirable for the consumer 
as those which have been simply 
well fattened. Whether or not 
this be true, the fact remains that 
thousands on thousands of farmers 
do not and cannot grow cattle on a 
great scale, nor attempt to produce 
remarkably large, fine or early 
matured animafs Is there profit 
for such? If a medium class of cat- 
tle can be produced at small cost 
there may be possibly as much 
profit, in proportion to outlay and 
risk, as comes from higher feeding 
and greater outlay. Time is an el- 
ment of much importaoce. It does 
not pay, where iand is at a fair 
rice, to keep steers until they are 
our years old to have them weigh 
1,000 pounds. Especially is it im- 
portant to reduce the 
WINTER EXPENDITURE 


For feed. Wisely managed, pastur- 
age is cheap feeuing. Winter feed- 
iug of grain needs to be carefully 
done to give much profit. For the 
large class of farmers who must 
combine dairying on a small scale 
with their meat production, who 
feel that they cannot afford to keep 
a cow a year for no other purpose 
than to rear a calf, there are strong 
arguments in favor of having the 
calves dropped in the Fall or Win- 
ter. They can be well reared on 
skim milk, oil meal, on ground 
feed, etc., and come out in the 
Spring strong and vigorous for the 
pastures, if not 


PLUMP AND FAT. 


They will come to the next Winter 
much better fitted for it than are 
Spring or early Summer calves, 
and then here is greater profit in 
Winter butter-making. 

Carefully reared on skimmed 
milk, and aftera Summer on good 
pasture, the steer calves should 
weigh at least 600 pounds when a 
year old. Economy of expendi- 
ture being prominently in mind, 
suppose the young steers are kept 
comfortably during the Winter, 
but with little grain, coming out in 
Spring in good shape for another 
Summer on grass 


WHEN TWO YEARS OLD 


They should weigh 900 pounds, 
Aguin, let them be kept as cheaply 
as may be, so that they gain a lit- 
tle in weight, or at least so that the 
loss of the sap,“ as they come off 
grass, is balanced by the actual 
growth in winter. About March 
ist, or by the middle of that month, 
let them be S on full feed, hogs

INDIAN OFFENDERS. 


That the State Courts Have 

Surisdiciion Over Them 

As a general rule the civil au- 
thorities in the State of Nevada do 
not meddle with Indian offenders 
so long as the offenses are not per- 
petrated on the persons or property 
of the whites. Occasionally the 
Indians murder women of their 
tribe for witchcraft and adultery, 
but the authorities do not attempt 
to punish them. It appears that in 
Nye county a Shoshone buck mur- 
dered an Indian girl, and Deputy 


Sheriff Bryden of that county ar- 
rested the murderer. The question 
of jurisdiction was raised, and that 
officer wrote to the Department of 
the Interior for information on the 
3 The Acting Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs, whose reply is 
published in full in the Beimont 
Courier, says: 

“T have to state that in the case 
of the United states vs. Yellow 
Sun (1 Dillon 271), it was held that 
Indians, though belonging to a 
tribe which muintains the tribal 
organization, but occupying a res- 
ervation within the limits of a 
State, where there are no statute or 
treaty provisious, grauting or re- 
taining jurisdictiou in favor of the 
United States, over offenses com- 
mitted by them, are amenable 
to State laws for murder or other 
offenses against such laws, when 
comuitted off a reservation and 
within the limits of the State. 

“Yeilow Sun was a Pawnee I[n- 
dian, who had murdered a white 
man off the reservation. 

There does not appear to be any 
treaty stipulations with the Sho- 
shones whicn exempts them from 
the jurisdiction of the State, or 
which takes them out of the rule 
in the Yellow Sun case. 

“The fact that the alleged offense 
was committed upon another In- 
dian does not appear to affect the 
ease. I am, therefore, of the 
opinion that the courts of Nevada 
have jurisdiction over the offender.”’

A Plant that Might Profitably be 
ron in Washee County.

These plumes are 
grown in that locality with but lit- 
tle attention, and those who have 
vacant ground may derive profit by 
planting it with pampas grass.
